2„ Considerable quantities of cement have been delivered to the shipyard, 

reportedly to bemused for the construction of a breakwater in front of the 
shipyard , work on which was to have begun during the spring of 1950* This 
breakwater 3 which is to be built between the small islands of B&dija, 
Flanja, and Vrnik, will protect the shir yard from the waves 0 

3* There is a detachment of approximately 30 Industrial Militia under the 

leadership of a platoon leader at the shipyard. Since January 1950, there 
has been a group of from six to eight UBB agents in plain clothes with 
this Militia group. The UDB group, which is called “UDB for the Vicko 
Xrstulovic— Domince Shipyard “ * controls the workers and their supervisors a 
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
